ADWICK-LE-STREET  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  herewith  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  for  the 
year  1948.  As  requested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  this 
report  has  again  been  kept  as  brief  as  possible. 

The  Vital  Statistics  show  that  the  health  of  the 
inhabitants  continues  to  be  satisfactory.  The  number  of  births 
fell  from  508  to  453  giving  a Birth  Rate  of  24  compared  with 
26-6  in  1947  and  a rate  of  17-9  for  England  and  Wales.  The 
number  of  deaths  fell  slightly  from  191  to  162  giving  a Death 
Rate  of  8-6  compared  with  that  of  England  and  Wales  of  10-8. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age 
showed  a welcome  reduction.  There  were  24  such  deaths 

compared  with  36  in  1947  giving  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate 
of  53  compared  with  a rate  of  34  for  England  and  Wales.  It 
is  only  by  continued  efforts  to  improve  contributory  factors, 
i.e.  housing,  social,  nursing,  hospital  and  medical,  that  the 
unfortunate  wastage  of  young  lives  will  be  reduced. 

Apart  from  a small  outbreak  of  measles  and  whooping 
cough  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  very  low  and  it 
is  worthy  of  record  that  as  last  year  only  one  confirmed  case  of 
diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year.  The  acceptance  of 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  very  good  and  the  results 
are  reflected  in  the  marked  fall  in  the  number  of  cases  each 
year. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  various  Committees  and  to  my  fellow  Officials  for  their 
help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.  I am  particularly 
indebted  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  to  the  Public  Health 
Staff  for  their  valued  help.

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The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of 
age  continues  to  fluctuate  but  with  a general  downward 
tendency.  Prematurity  remains  a constant  cause  of  death  and, 
if  allied  to  overcrowded  housing  conditions,  make  the  rearing 
of  these  premature  babies  difficult.  The  problem  has  been 
given  serious  consideration  and  amongst  the  provisions  made 
to  deal  with  it  are  : — 

1.  The  provision  of  special  hospital  beds  for  premature 
babies. 

2.  The  provision  of  special  cots,  etc.  when  the 
premature  child  is  nursed  at  home. 

3.  The  extended  care  of  the  service  of  the  District 
Nurse  and  Health  Visitors. 

4.  The  services  of  the  Child  Health  Specialist  in  a 
consultative  capacity  to  the  family  doctor. 

5.  Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Hostels.

Only  four  cases  were  given  this  help  during  the 
year  but  apparatus  is  now  available  to  allow  the  anaesthetic  to 
be  given  in  all  cases  when  it  is  requested. 

(d)  Maternity  Hospital  Accommodation. 

Close  co-operation  has  been  established  with  the  Region- 
al Hospital  Board  and  the  Specialists,  Miss  E.  Peaker  and 
Mr.  D.  R.  L.  Stevenson  attached  to  the  local  Maternity  Hos- 
pitals. Cases  which  require  admission  to  hospital  on  medical 
grounds  are  admitted  as  first  priority  after  reference  to  the 
Specialists.  Cases  which  require  admission  to  hospital  for 
the  confinement  because  of  overcrowding,  etc.,  receive  special 
consideration  and  the  whole  scheme  is  working  most 
satisfactorily.

A Specialist  in  diseases  of  children,  Dr.  C.  Harvey, 
holds  a monthly  clinic.  Children  are  referred  to  this  Clinic 
by  the  general  practitioners  and  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the 
Clinics. 

7.  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS. 

Every  school  child  is  examined  by  a whole-time  Medical 
Officer  at  least  three  time  during  school  life.

When  the  medical  examination  reveals  a defect, 
arrangements  are  in  force  for  the  child  to  receive  the  necessary 
advice  and  treatment.  All  such  cases  are  kept  under  constant 
supervision  until  the  defect  is  cleared  up.

4.  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  MILK, 
(a)  Pasteurised  Milk. 

75  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year,  25 
samples  pasteurised  by  the  ‘Holding  Process"  and  50  by  the 

“High  Temperature  Process.’  In  the  first  process  the  milk 
is  held  between  145  deg. — 150  deg.  F.  for  at  least  30  minutes, 
and  then  cooled  to  55  deg.  F,  and  in  the  second  process  the 
milk  is  held  at  a minimum  of  162  deg.  F for  a minimum  of  15 
seconds  and  then  cooled  to  55  deg.  F. 
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All  pasteurised  milk  is  subjected  to  the  Methylene  Blue 
and  the  Phosphatase  Test.  The  latter  test  is  to  ensure  that 
the  milk  has  been  subjected  to  the  proper  temperature  for  the 
necessary  length  of  time  and  so  ensure  the  destruction  of  any 
harmful  bacteria  that  might  be  present  in  the  milk. 

Of  the  75  samples,  7 failed  to  pass  the  Methylene 
Blue  Test,  3 failed  to  pass  the  Phosphatase  Test. 

(b)  PASTEURISED  TUBERCULIN  TESTED  MILK. 

50  samples  of  this  milk  were  taken,  one  failed  to  pass 
the  Phosphatase  Test  and  8 failed  to  pass  the  Methylene 
Blue  Test. 

5.  GENERAL. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  the  continued  high  standard  of 
pasteurised  milk  treated  and  retailed  in  this  district,  and  the 
owners  of  the  plants  have  co-operated  fully  with  the  Health 
Department. 

6.  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938. 

33  milk  samples  have  been  taken  during  the  year.  One 
of  the  samples  were  classified  “ adulterated  ” by  the  Public 
Analyst.

8.  ICE-CREAM. 

Continued  attention  was  given  throughout  the  year  to 
the  methods  and  places  of  manufacture  of  ice-cream  and  55 
samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination.  There 
is  no  statutory  test  but  the  Ministry  have  suggested  four 
grades  and  consistent  failure  to  reach  grades  1 and  2 require 
further  investigation.
